SLANDERED BY D0NN PIATT

The Martyred Garfield Accused of
Treacherous Conduct Dnriog the War.

Said to Have Secured Gen. Rosecrans'" Confi-

dence and Then Denounced Him to Secretary
Cbase Responsible for Chickamanga.

Special to the Indianapolis JonmaL
Cleveland, O., Aug. 16 Donn Piatt, in

ft letter from Makochee to the Plalndealer,
gives some person.il recollections that
throw a vivid light on the life of James A.
Garfield and show his character in unfa-
vorable light. In the course of his letter
Mr. Piatt says: "I thought for many years
that I knew Garfield. We were, before the
war, in the war and after, in the political
arena, intimate as brothers. I sympa-
thized with and sorrowed over his straggle
for life after being shot down by a maniac,
and cried like a child when the news
reached we of his cruel death. But a sor-
row deeper than this was reserved forme'
when, years after, engaged upon the
life of Gen. George II. Thomas,
I came upon Garfield's confidential
letter to Salmon P. Chase, written
from Rosecrans's headquarters at Murfrees-bor- o.

I was fairly stunned, for my investi-
gation of the eyents of that wonderful
campaign gave me an information that
the publio was deprived of. This letter
was the cause of the bloody battle of
Chickamauga and all thelosr. we suffered
in the terrible two days' fighting. I write
this with reluctance now. But these are
facts that must sooner or later pass to pub-
lio record. I did not know how tenderly
attached I was to the eminent man until,
reading his letter by the lurid light of
disastrous events, I was forced to take
out all vestige of affection from my heart.
I was driven to the painful conclusion that
the man to whom I have given so many
years of disinterested devotion was not a
living reality, but a creature of my imagi-
nation.

"Garfield's crime was this: When Lieuten-

ant-colonel Garesche, General Rose-crans- 's

chief of staff, was killed at the bat-
tle of Stone River, Garfield, through Salmon
P. Chase, then Secretary of the Treasury,
made application for the position. Secretary
Chase got Rosecrans to make application
for the assignment, and Garfield was ap-
pointed Rosecrans'a chief of staff. Rose-
crans found Garfield positively lovable,
for Garfield labored to secure his chief's
confidence, and yet Garfield, in the midstof
Rosecrans's troubles with the War Depart-
ment, arising out ot his demand for sup-
plies and reinforcements, sat down in the
solitude of his tout and wrote a confiden-
tial letter to Salmon P. Chase, in which he
denounced his General as an imbecile, ut-
terly incapable of commanding such an
army as that of the Cumberland. The
letter in itself was treacherous, but
in its results it was fatal. It bit Rosecrans's
one available friend in the government.
Chase was at first stunned and then demor-
alized, lie admired Stanton, and any way
felt a reluctance to interfere in his depart-
ment, especially against its head, liedropped the contest and left Rosecrans to
his fate and without the reinforcement!
necessary to protect his flanks when he
crossed three ranees of almost inaccessible
mountains, a deep, wide river, and
maneuvered Bragg oat oi' the grand gate-
way of the South that, when taken, as
Thomas promised, brought the deadly con-
flict to a close. Had Rosecrans been given
then, as he had the reasonable right to de-
mand, the mounted infantry, he would
have occupied Chattanooga without the
loss of n man. All the blood of these two
awful days came from the one treacherous
letter that demoralized one friend and
nearly destroyed the other."

Farm Profits Will Be Folly a Billion
Dollars More than in Preceding Years.

Europe in Need of All Oar Surplus to Supply
Bread for the Masses German Corn Duties

3Iay Be Reduced Mr. Washburn 'i Views.

CALAMITY'S DEATH --KNELL

Profits of Farmers Will lie a Billion Dollars
More This Tear than Ever Before,

New York, Aug. 1C Farm profits will be
one billion dollars more this year in the
United States than they have been during
therecent years of depression. At loasttbis
is thecstimate put forward by the American
Agriculturist in its annual review of the
harvests to be published in the forthcoming
September issue of that magazine. On the
basis of present prospects this authority
estimates the corn crop of 1S51 at two bill-
ion bushels, wheat 00,000.000 bushels, and
oats 022,000,000, against 1,500,400 and 524.000,.
000 bushels, respectively, in 1800, and 1,700,-44- 5

and 578,000,000 bushels as the aver-
age for the preceding eleven years. This
makes the total prospective crop of corn,
of wheat and oats 8,122,000,000 bushels, or
28.8 per cent, greater than last year, and
13.7 per cent, over the average of the pre-cedi- ng

eleven years.
The American Agricnltnrist believes that

unlessnnexpected influences wholly change
the current of events, the value of corn on
the farm will average in Decembor fully 50
cents a bushel: wheat $1 per bushel, and
oats at least 40 cents. On this basis the
value of the corn crop to the farmers will
be Sl.000.000,000; wheat $500,000,000, and oats
$250,000,000, or a total of Sl.750.000.C00. This
is 8450,000,000 more than the value of these'
crops in 1890, and (623,000,000 more than the
value of the average of these crops from
1SS0 to 1S90 inclusive. Cotton and rice will
command better prices than last season.
Cattle are worth one-thir-d more than
eighteen months ago, with other live stock
in proportion. Tobacco is advancing heav-
ily, for cigar-lea-f contracts are being made
for the crop in the field at an advanoe of 15

to 50 per cent, over the last year. Hops are
firm at good prices, winter fruit will com-

mand large values, and all vegetables are
yelding fairly, with every indication of ft
remunerative market.

The export outlook was never better; im-
mensely increased sums will be sent to the
United States for our product. Ulterior
influences may of course interfere with the

resent prospect, but we confess we are
Eeginmna to share more fully the hopes of
certain well-informe- d but conservative ag-

riculturists, who predict better profits for
the farmers of the United States during the
next year than ever before. Ther American A
Agriculturist says mere -- iu us ud ibiiuub
of "war" prices, but the money received
above expenses will go further and enable
the farmer to get more value out of his
profits than at any previous period.

Germany and Other Countries 2?eed Wheat,
Corn and Rye Miller Washburn's Views.

8rc)al to the Indianapolis Journal.
London, Aug. 16. It is reported from

Berlin that the government is preparing
for a surrender to a certain extent on the
question of corn duties. The clamor has
become so overwhelming that Chancellor
Caprivi can hardly maintain himself
against it. It Is said that the Kaiser has
referred the matter entirely to the Chan-
cellor, to act in his discretion. Both the
Kaiser and the Chancellor would rather give
Austria and Hungary the exclusive benefit
of the German demand for foreign corn,
under the commercial treaty soon to go in
force, and this has been the chief motive
for delay, but the distress on
account of the high price of bread
is so ' great and growing that
prolonged waiting may, it is feared, result
in riots and bloodshed. Hence a probable
mitigation of the corn duties within a Jew
days. The government itself feels the
pressure of scarcity, owing to the higher
prices paid for grain for the army, and
would undoubtedly be a large purchaser of
foreign grain at leeser rates, should a re-

duction of duties take place. The report
tbat American farmers are hoarding grain
causes no little anxiety, not only in Ger-
many but in all European countries, as it
is felt that the demand from America this
year will undoubtedly be large.

Advices from Kussia present the situation
in no more favorable light. In Astrakhan,
near the Caspian sea. several villages are re-
ported to be almost depopulated, many of
the people having died of hunger and oth-
ers have left for better-favore- d regions. In
Volhynia, where the Kussian maneuvers
are to be held, it is said that the com-
missariat branch of the army has found
that no supplies can locally be obtained for
the troops, and that all food will have to
be brought from a distance.

William D. Wasburn, of Minneapolis,
who is now in Paris, thinks if theAmerican
farmer knows how to siere the opportun-
ity, his money-bag- s this year will be tilled
to bursting. Rarely has an opportunity
more golden laid within his grasp than is
now held forth by the condition of the
crops of Kurope. Mr. Wasburn has,
during an extended tour of Europe,
collected information from strictly
reliable sources regarding the condi-
tion of crops. Mr. Washburn says the
prospect is that there will be a surplus of
JOO,0OO.000 bushels of wheat in the States.
To all appearances Europe would want
every gram of it. He said: "After a trip
to North Cape I went from Stockholm to
St. Petersburg, through Kussia to Moscow,
with a view to ascertaining by personal ob-
servation and inquiry the real condition of
the crops. Wheat, rye and small grain in
Kussia are. if not absolutely a failure, the
next thing to it. In fact, they are so short
the government has been obliged to take
steps to prevent exportation. That this
is a grave condition of things is evident
from the fact that the Muscovite is not in
the habit ot doing anything until trouble
is right upon him. The uka&e Just pub-
lished forbidding exportation of rye is a
mere measure of self-protectio- n, even of
self-preservati- There is absolutely no
ground for the statement made by the Ber-
lin press that hostility to Germany was the
reason of the ukase. Owing to the
nkase great anxiety prevails inNorway and Sweden, winch depend
for bread upon the rye from Kussia.
Norway and Sweden will have to import
wheat from the States. From Kussia 1
went to Buda-Pest- h, which Is the largest
milling center in the world after Minneap-
olis; then to Vienna. All the authorities
1 consulted were unanimous in stating
that tho crops of Austria-Hungar- y are so
per cent, less this year than last. . In Ger-
many the snortage is less, and probably
will not exceed 15 per cent With respect
to France 1 have not yet been able to ob-

The statement is based on
strong, substantial facts. These two Cabi-
net officers are cow engaged in preparing a
slate to suit their chief, and through their
combined efforts, it is said, the Maryland
delegation has already been pledged to
Harrison, Secretary Tracy and Congress--
manMudd,ofMaryland,having arranged af-

fairs to their entire satisfaction. The Presi-
dent has not written any letter declin-
ing to permit his name to come before
the national convention, but it is said that
there exists an implied understanding bev
tween Mr. Harrison and Secretary Blaine
to the eflect thatone of them will decline
in advance should the other develop the
greater strength.

WRATH OP XtOOSETELT.

Certain OtUcc-Holde- rs at Baltimore Scored
by the Clvll-Servl- ce Commlsaloner.

Wasuixgtox, Aug. 16. Iu the latter part
of March information was received at the
office of tho Civil-tervic- e Commission that
the provisions of the civil-servic- e law re-

lating to political assessments were being
violated by persons in the official service
of the United Staies in the city of Balti-
more, aud that the influence of United
States officers in that city was also being
unlawf oily used to control a primary elec-
tion. An investigation was immediately
begun andcontinued through a part of
the month of April, conducted by Commis-
sioner Eoosevelt, and a copy of his report
has been submitted to the President with,
the approval of the commission. The fol-

lowing statements were taken from Com-

missioner Koosevelt's report as embodying
some of the results of his investigation:

"The primaries held on March SO were
marked by a very bitter contest between
two factions of the Republican party. In
its essence it wis, without doubt, mainly a
fight between tfte office-holde- rs on one side
and the disappointed office-seeke- rs on the .

other. Apparently they cared primarily
for the offices, party success being a purely
secondary consideration, important only
because it facilitated 'getting them. It
seems to mo that this fact alone
furnishes an accurate measure of the
much-vaunte-d usefulness to any party
of the office-mongerin- g, office-seekin- g and
office-holdin- g variety of ward-worker- s. As
a whole, the contest was marked by great
fraud and no little violence. At present
the ordinary office-seekin- g ward-worker- s,

having a large percentage of office-holder- s,

have grown to believe that it is part of the
natural order of things that those who hold
or seek to hold the offices should exercise
the controlling influence in political con

"The ward-worke- r, who is simply in poli-
tico for the offices, is a curse to the com-
munity, and tho sooner this is recognized
the better. His political activity is purely
unhealthy and mischievous. Take it out
of the power of any politician to give him
any office and be will cease from his nox-
ious labors in a very short space of time.
As for the government office-holde-r, he
must be taught, in one way or another,
that his duty is to do tLe work of the gov-
ernment for the whole people, and not to
pervert his office for tho use of any party,
or any faction.

"In regard to the postoffice and the
marshal's office the evidence seems to be
perfectly clear that both of these offices
were used for the purpose of interfering
with or controlling the result of the
primary election, and that there was sys-
tematic, though sometimes indirect efiort
made to assess the government employee
in both for political purposes. Marshal
Airey was undoubtedly one ot the leaders
of one of the factions at the primaries, and
took a very active part therein, even to the
extent of coming into physical collision
with one of tho opposition judges, whom
be accused, whether rightly or wrongly, of
cheating." The commissioner then asks
the dismissal of twenty-fiv- e men in the
marshal's office and other departments.

"It is evident," he says, "that from the
testimony, the non-classtfi- ed service in the
Baltimore postoffice, as is the case with the
non-classifi- ed service in almost every
patronage office, was treated as a bribery-che- st

from which to reward influential
ward-worke- rs who were useful or likely to
be useful to tho faction in power.
The appointments were, secondarily,
with a view to the well being of
the public service.

BENNINGTON'S CENTENNIAL

Vermont's ITistoric Town in Gala Attire for the
Celebration This Week.

Bexnixgton Vt, Aug. 16. When the
Legislature last fall passed an act provid-
ing for the ceremonies attending upon the
dedication of the Bennington battle monu-
ment and the centennial celebration of the
admission to the Union of tho State of Ver-

mont, they probably realized in a small
measure the great proportions which the
celebration would assume. To-da-y Ben-

nington is decked from its eastern boundary
to the old Bennington on the hill, and is
one complete wave of bunting
and Hags. Midway in the panorama
stands the trinmphial arch, lighted to-nig- ht

with more than two hundred electric lights.
This arch bears on its eastern side the
motto: "1791 The Best Legacy of Vermont's
First Century is her Sons and her Daugh-
ters 1501." On the opposite side are the fol-
lowing: "1777 You see the red-coat- s; they
are ours or Mollie Starks sleeps a widow to-
night" being the historic words nttered by
General Stark as he rallied his men to fight
on the field of Bennington. The
other half of the same side of the
arch has these words: "Peace hath
her victories no less renowned than
war 1MH.W These are the mottoes that
were used on the arch of 1817. This is a
living arch, and will represent on both
sides the thirteen original States by young
ladies in costume, with banners. The arch
is built to represent the stone of the monu-
ment in coloring and general appearance.
As tho President passes under this arch in
the great procession of Aug. 19 a choir of
two hundred voices will sing "America,"
"Hail Columbia," "Star-spangle- d Banner,"
and other patriotic songs.

REMARKABLE ESCAPE FROM DEATH.

Aeronaut and Newly-Marri- ed Couple Fall
8,000 Feet, but Are Net Killed. ,

Denver, Col., Aug. 16. A balloon ascen-
sion at Manhattan Beach, a summer resort
near here, this afternoon, came near re-
sulting fatally for three persons. Several
thousand people had assembled to witness
the ascension of a mammoth air-shi- p,

which was to carry, beside Professor King,
a couple to be married in the basket just
before the rope was cut The balloon shot
up in the air and at a height of 8,000 feet it
encountered a storm and burst It fell for
over a mile like so muoh lead. Then, fortu-
nately for the occupants of the car, the silk
formed itself into a parachute, thus stop-
ping the rapidity of tho fall. The three
alighted in a corn-fiel- d about seven miles
from the city, but with such force that
they were unconscious for several hours
afterward,

DREAD LEPROSY AT NEW ORLEANS.

Death of a Woman Who Had Suffered with the
Disease Five Yean Other Severe Cases.

New Orleans. La., Aug. 16. A deftth
from leprosy occurred in the small-po- x hos-
pital yesterday. The patient was a white
woman named Mrs. Mary Bolt. She was
brought to the Charity Hospital bofoxe the
nature of her disease was discovered. As
soon as it was found she was a leper the
woman was sent to the hospital for infect-
ious cases. The physicians who treated
the case say she must have had the disease
for many years, as her body was entirely
covered with sores and that peculiar white
scale characteristic of tho aisease. At the
hospital she continued growing worse and
finally diod a painless death. Dr. Beard,
physician in charg9 of the hospital, says
there are half a dozen cases of leprosy in
this city, several of severe and advanced
character, and further, that the city au-
thorities have taken no steps to separate
them from persons to whom they iniuht
communicate the disease.

CRASHED INTO A CABOOSE.

Two 3Ien Killed and Another Injured by an
Accident on the Union Pacific.

Brighton, CoL, Aug. 16. A fatal acci-
dent occurred on the Union Pacific railroad
about two and one-ha- lf miles north of
Brighton at 4 o'clock this morning, by
which two men were killed and another
badly wounded. The engine of train No. 12
"died out," and while it was standing on a
curve a special came tearing into it run-
ning clear through the caboose and part of
the way through a car of ore. Engineer
Nally. of the special, had orders to run
twenty-fiv- e miles an hour, but was going
only about fifteen miles an hour when he
struck the other train. When he struck ita little mist was falling and a dense fog
hung over the valley, shutting everything
from sight so that the rear lights of the
caboose could not be seen ten rods away.
The fireman on the special jumped, but the
engineer stuck to his eucine until itstopped.
Charles McCallope and J. Madden were
killed iu the caboose and cooked by the
escaping steam, while David Flaherty was
injured. The dead and injured were taken
to Denver this morning.

Wrecked by Washouts.

occurred here last night, which caused the
washout of track on the Santa Fe road,

' and during which two wrecks occurred on
that road west of Hunland.

Matsada Sornchi, the Famous Wrestler, Dies

at New York of Consumption.

New York, Aug. 10. Matsada Sorachi,
the noted Japanese wrestler, died suddenly
in the parlor of the Nippon Club at 4 o'clock
Saturday afternoon. For the past three
months the "Jap," as he was known all
over the country, has been suffering from
consumption. For awhile he was a patient
at St. Vincent Hospital. Kecently he has
lived in a Japanese boardlng-hous- o in West
Twenty-fift- h street The Japenese club,
the Nippon, is directly opposite, at No. 227

West Twenty-fift- h street. Of late Matsada
has been without money, but his friends at
the club saw that he did not want for any-
thing. He has been in the habit of stroll-
ing about West Twenty-fift- h street. .Sat-
urday afternoon he walked out, but was
too weak to go far. He crossed over to the
club-room- s and eat down in a chair in the
parlor. In a few moments he fainted and
did not recover. A doctor was summoned,
but the wrestler died before his arrival.
Saturday night the body was removed to
the undertaking establishment of John
Koth, at No. 524 bixth avenue, 'the funeral
will take place w afternoon, and
the remains will be interred in Woodlawn
Cemeterv.

The "Jap" came to this country about
eight years ago. He was thirty-tw- o years
old at the time of his death. His birth- -

Elace was Shinano, Japan. In appearance
of medium height but of powerful

build; his chest and shoulders were mag-
nificently developed. He was intelligent
in manners, and did not dissipate in any
way. A few years ago the "Jap" married a
young woman of this city, with whom he
did not live happily. They did not live to-
gether very long. When Matsada was a
youth inhis own conntry he had as a teacher
the famous Japanese wrestler Iseagaha.
In Japan Matsada was considered a third-clas- s

wrestler, but in this country he stood
in the first ranks. He wrestled with allthe
first-claf- cs wrestlers throughout the coun-
try. His friends say that he failed in
strength ever since Evan Lewis, "The
bt rangier," wrestled hiin and broke his
ankle.
